Mt. Sterling, 111., Sept. 26.—Mrs. El­ 
sie Sweetin, who poisoned her hus­ 
band for the love of Rev. Lawrence 
M. Hight, declared in the jail at Sa­ 
lem that Rev. Lawrence Hight, her 
pastor, told lier to commit the crime 
and gave her the poison. 
Mrs. Sweetin is on the verge of a 
physical breakdown in her cell. 
Her 
physician, Dr. S. J. Thompson of Mt. 
Vernal, who cared for her husband 
when he was dying of the poison she 
had administered at the instigation cf 
the circuit rider, refuses to permit 
her to see any outsiders. 
Mrs. Sweetin ascribes her crime to 
■"some sort of influence” the pastor 
had over her, which, she says, ren­ 
dered her insensible to the enormity 
of his scheme that she poison her 
husband ami he poison his wife, so 
that I ' 
could marry her. 
“I love 
Hight,” ; he said, * 'nit his meanness 
has wrecked our lives.” 
Mrs. Sweetin has not lost hope, 
however, aud has retained lawyers to 
fight for mercy for her. 
Her accom­ 
plice declares that he has no thought 
of getting a lawyer and that he Will 
throw himself on the mercy of the 
court. 
New stories of 
the 
relations be­ 
tween Hight and Mrs. Sweetin have 
come into the open. The pastor, dur­ 
ing his feverish three months' love 
-affair, culminating in the murder of 
Elsie 
Sweetin s 
hard-working 
coal 
miner husband and the pastor’s wife, 
purchased the milk for his household 
from the Sweeting. 
But the peculiar 
detail is that instead of sending his 
14-year-old 
son 
or 
his 
11-year-old 
daughter for it, the pastor always 
made the trip himself, neighbors said. 
The sermon - of Rev. Hight at the 
funeral of Mr. Sweetin. killed by pois­ 
on which the pastor gave the woman, 
is vividly recalled. 
Using as his text 
the verse in the Book of St. John: 
"Let not your heart be troubled; ye 
believe in God; believe ye also in Me 
in My Father’s house are many man­ 
sions." the pastor preached a power 
ful sermon that moved his audience 
to tears 
"I didn’t want to come to 
this pulpit to preach, but now I see 
the Lord has reason for sending me 
here. It was to convert the good man 
who now is resting under His benefi­ 
cent smile."

Mr. Smith believes thnt the usual 
blindling of profits in egg produc­ 
tion in the warm weather is largely 
I caused by lax methods, and that it is 
la mistake to discontinue feeding a 
I .rood rich-laying mash during the sum- 
I mer season.

hard grain rations depend alone upon 
-neb insect life im they find on the 
range for their animal food.

FIND COH OF PATENT 
WASHINGTON GRANTED 


Fourth License in History of Republic 
Was for New Method of 
Making Type. 


Washington.—An authentic copy of 
tile fourtli patent issued by the Un‘.ted 
States government, tile only facsimile 
of a patent granted in the early days 
of the American republic, has Just been 
found by Commissioner of Patents 
Thomas E. Robertson. 
It was issued 
in I TU I and is in a good state of pres­ 
ervation. 
There are no copies of the 
first, second or third patents issued by 
the government. 
When this document was issued 
there was no patent office. All Inven 
tions were approved by the President, 
countersigned by the secretary of slate 
and the attorney general and delivered 
to the applicant personally by the sec­ 
retary of state. 
The fourth patent, 
therefore, 
bears 
the signatures of 
George Washington, President; Thom­ 
as Jefferson, secretary of state, and 
Edmund Randolph, attorney general. 
Francis Bailey of Philadelphia ap 
plied for and received this patent on 
January 31, 1701. 
It was on a nevi
